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Board  of  Trustees  underlies  SIU's  growth 


Southern's  Board  of  Trustees  has  as  its  general  responsi- 
bility the  management,  operation,  and  control  of  the  uni- 
versity. It  is  the  duty  of  the  board  to  interpret  the 
rules,  regulations,  and  by-laws  as  they  apply  to  the  gov- 
ernmental and  managemental  problems  that  arise.  Among 
the  board's  periodic  duties  are  recommending  the  course 
of  study  to  be  followed  by  students  and  the  textbooks 
used  in  courses.  Upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
faculty,  trustees  affix  their  names  to  the  diplomas  of 
SIU's  graduating  seniors  who  have  successfully  com- 
pleted their  college,  major,  and  minor  requirements. 
The  board,  with  the  recommendation  of  committees, 
selects  the  architects  employed  for  various  building  pro- 
grams. In  effect,  the  board  has  all  the  rights,  powers, 
and  duties  vested  by  law  by  the  Illinois  Department 
of  Registration  and  Education. 


The  board  meets  at  least  one  time  each  quarter, 
usually  in  a  conference  room  at  the  President's  Office. 
However,  special  meetings  may  be  called  by  any  three 
members  of  the  board  to  confer  on  matters  of  special 
importance.  The  seven  board  members  serve  without 
monetary  compensation  but  are  entitled  to  reasonable 
amounts  for  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties.  The  members  annually  elect 
their  chairman  by  secret  ballot.  Among  the  procedures 
followed  at  each  meeting  are  the  new  reports  of  the 
permanent  and  special  committees.  The  most  important 
permanent  committee,  the  Executive  Committee,  confers 
to  transact  such  routine  business  as  may  arise  during  the 
recess  of  the  board  and  acts  for  the  board  in  all  matters 
of  an  emergency  nature.  Special  committees  are  ap- 
pointed at  times  when  the  board  sees  it  necessary.

President  of  SIU,  Delyte  W.  Morris 


Dr.  Delyte  W.  Morris,  a  Southern  Illinois  native,  became 
President  of  Southern  Illinois  University  in  August,  1948. 
Since  that  time,  Southern  has  grown  faster  than  any  uni- 
versity in  the  country.  It  has  skyrocketed  from  a  small 
institution  for  teacher  training  into  one  of  the  nation's 
most  diversified  educational  centers.  Quoting  President 
Morris,  "We  are  not  interested  in  imitating  other  schools 
or  duplicating  measures  that  brought  them  heavy  en- 
rollments and  established  reputations.  Our  primary  con- 
cern is  for  the  future  of  Southern  Illinois  which  we  feel 
a  fundamental  duty  to  serve.  SIU  will  not  become  an 
ivory  tower,  a  thing  apart  from  the  people." 


President  and  Mrs.  Morris, 
Southern's  foremost  couple. 


President     Morris     spoke 
to    the    Student    Council. 
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Dr.  John  Erie  Grinnell,  Vice  President  in  charge  of  operations,  was  Dean  of  the 
College  of  Education  from  1955  to  1930.  In  effect,  Grinnell  is  in  charge  of  day- 
to-day  operations  on  the  main  university  campus  while  the  President's  Office 
devotes  more  attention  to  planning  for  the  future  and  to  a  constant  review  of 
existing  programs  on  all  campuses.  During  past  summer  sessions  he  has  taught 
at  the  Universities  of  Colorado  and  Texas,  and  has  traveled  and  studied  exten- 
sively in  Scandinavia,  Switzerland,  France,  and  England. 


Construction  on  the  new  Vice  Presidents  Office,  located  adjacent  to  the  Morris 
Library  parking  lot,  exemplifies  Southern's  recent  tremendous  emphasis  on  the 
expansion  of  physical  facilities  in  order  that  students  may  better  be  served.  The 
vice  presidents  formerly  had  office  space  in  the  President's  Office.  As  the  Uni- 
versity expanded  in  student  enrollment,  the  vice  presidents'  duties  increased  as 
did  their  need  for  bigger  and  more  integrated  offices.  The  offices  were  tem- 
porarily located  in  the  Home  Economics  Building  until  April  1961. 


A  new,  much-needed  Vice  President's

Dr.  Charles  D.  Tenney,  Vice  President  in  charge  of  instruction,  was  appointed 
to  this  position  in  1952.  Dr.  Tenney  came  to  Southern  in  the  fall  of  1931  as  an 
Assistant  Professor  of  English.  He  has  served  the  university  without  exception 
ever  since.  In  1935,  he  was  made  an  Associate  Professor,  and  in  1936  initiated 
the  work  in  philosophy  at  SIU.  During  this  period  he  was  active  in  student  af- 
fairs. In  1945,  Professor  Tenney  was  designated  Administrative  Assistant  to  tin- 
President,  and  in  1948  was  named  a  general  vice  president. 


Mr.   Kenneth    R.    Miller   is   Director  of   Little   Grassy   Lake 
Campus   and   Executive    Director    of   the    SlU    Foundation. 


As  Director  of  Area   Services,   Dr.   William   ].    Tudor 
supervises    campus    agencies    and    assists    off-campus. 


Of  the  several  administrative  organizations,  the  three 
that  seem  most  often  to  be  the  least  understood  by  stu- 
dents are  those  of  Legal  Counsel  and  Assistant  to  the 
President,  Area  Services,  and  the  Student  Affairs  unit 
of  the  Student  Welfare  Organization. 

The  Legal  Counsel  and  Assistant  to  the  President  ad- 
vise the  president  in  regard  to  legal  matters,  provide  le- 
gal counsel  for  students  upon  matters  in  which  SIU  is 
not  a  party  of  interest.  He  is  directly  responsible  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  the  legal  matters  it  assigns  him 
and  is  responsible  to  the  president  for  other  matters. 

The  Area  Services  Office  is  an  all-university  division 
that  coordinates  the  publicity  program  of  the  university, 
directs  the  placement  of  students  and  alumni  in  jobs, 
and  promotes  organized  alumni  activities.  Also,  it  ar- 
ranges meetings  and  programs  on  the  campus  that  are 
sponsored  by  off-campus  groups,  is  responsible  for  the 
general  public  relations  of  the  University,  and  prepares 
data  pertinent  to  the  progress  of  Southern. 

The  Office  of  Student  Affairs  is  administered  by  the 
director,  in  cooperation  with  the  Dean  of  Men  and  the 
Dean  of  Women.  The  director,  through  the  student 
deans,  supervises  the  conduct  of  students  and  is  initially 
responsible  for  formulating  the  rules  and  regulations 
governing  conduct  not  immediately  associated  with  ac- 
ademic instruction.  After  considerations  of  the  Student 
Council,  he  recommends  to  the  University  Budgetary 
Council  an  allocation  of  student  activity  funds.

The  fundamental  goal  of  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and 
Sciences,  the  development  of  the  well-rounded  individual, 
is  achieved  by  requiring  every  student,  regardless  of 
major,  to  take  general  cultural  courses.  In  contrast  to 
the  program  followed  by  many  schools  where  each 
student  is  enrolled  in  Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences  for 
two  years  before  beginning  work  on  a  major,  SIU's 
program  allows  the  student  to  begin  studies  in  his 
major  his  first  year.

Organized  in  1957  with  an  enrollment  of  2200  students, 
the  School  of  Business  has  increased  its  enrollment  to 
over  3000.  Designed  to  give  to  students  a  well-rounded 
education,  the  school  includes  enough  specialization  in 
business  so  as  to  make  the  student  able  to  quickly  adapt 
himself  to  work  in  business  and  to  continue  his  education 
at  the  graduate  level  after  graduation  from  Southern. 
The  Master  of  Arts,  the  Master  of  Science,  and  the 
Master  of  Science  in  Education  degrees,  granted  by  the 
business  graduate  school,  illustrate  the  school's  attempt 
to  prepare  its  students  for  their  vocations. 

Among  its  five  departments— accounting,  economics, 
management,  marketing,  and  secretarial  and  business 
education— the  School  of  Business  has  added  eight  new- 
faculty  members.  Dr.  Addison  Hickman  has  received 
the  Vandeveer  Chair  of  Economics,  a  special  professor- 
ship. Formerly  of  the  University  of  Illinois,  Dr.  Karle 
Leib,  emeritus  professor  from  Iowa  State  University, 
lectured  in  the  Department  of  Management. 

In  November,  the  school  sponsored  a  tax  conference 
in  cooperation  with  the  Southern  Chapter  of  the  Illinois 
Society  of  Certified  Public  Accountants.

College  of  Agriculture 


Continued  advancement  in  the  School  of  Agriculture 
this  year  has  been  especially  directed  toward  strength- 
ening its  educational  and  research  activities  to  serve 
better  the  increasing  enrollment  in  the  school  and  the 
agricultural  interests  of  the  state. 

Two  visiting  professors  have  been  on  the  School  of 
Agriculture  staff  during  the  year  while  others  of  its  26 
faculty  members  have  been  enriching  their  academic 
roles  with  advanced  study,  research,  and  travel. 

Dean  Wendell  Keepper  began  a  two-year  leave  last 
August  to  serve  with  the  United  Nations  Food  and 
Agriculture  Organization  in  Rome,  Italy.  Coming  here 
as  a  visiting  professor  in  September,  1959,  Herman  M. 
Haag  is  heading  the  school  during  Keepper's  absence. 
Dr.  Alex  Reed,  chairman  of  the  Animal  Industries 
Department,  is  on  a  two-year  assignment  in  Viet-Nam 
where  Southern  is  providing  assistance  to  a  teacher 
training  college.  Temporarily  on  the  staff  are  Dale  Roth 
in  Agricultural  Industries,  Allan  Fechtig  in  Plant  In- 
dustries, and  Fred  Sandoz  and  Mike  Ferrill  in  Forestry. 

Approval  of  the  Forestry  Department  for  graduate 
work  in  silviculture  and  forest  economics  opens  all  the 
schools  departments— Agricultural,  Animal,  and  Plant  In- 
dustries and  Forestry— for  work  toward  master's  degrees.

Electricity,  electronics,  metal  working,  and  industrial 
graphics  form  the  working  emphasis  of  the  School  of 
Applied  Science.  Dr.  Herman  Stoever,  who  is  lecturing 
in  the  field  of  thermodynamics,  typifies  the  school's 
faculty  importation.  Having  previously  held  the  position 
of  research  engineer  at  several  industrial  concerns,  he 
came  to  Southern  from  the  Mechanical  Engineering  De- 
partment of  the  University  of  New  Mexico.  Another 
distinguished  visiting  professor  is  Harold  Olsen. 


During  this  last  year,  construction  on  the  unique  fluid 
mechanics  laboratory  has  progressed  with  deftness.  The 
new  lab  now  boasts  an  aluminum  flume  in  its  center. 
Other  Applied  Science  lab  facilities  are  spacious,  well- 
equipped,  and  modern  and  help  to  broaden  the  under- 
standing of  SIU's  future  engineers.  Drawing  and  design 
space  is  provided  to  supplement  lecture  theory.  Since 
older  equipment  is  constantly  being  replaced  with  that 
which  is  newer,  the  department  openly  expresses  the 
way  that  we  live— expand  and  replace.  The  school  spon- 
sors field  trips  to  various  nearby  industries.  Some  of 
these  trips  are  to  coal  mines,  to  various  plants,  and  to 
McDonnell  Aircraft  Corporation.  In  addition  to  these 
visits,  the  Industrial  Education  Department  sponsors  the 
Industrial  Arts  Project  Fair  for  high  school  students. 
The  winning  projects  are  sent  to  the  Ford  Motor  Com- 
pany in  Dearborn,  Michigan,  for  national  competition. 
Working  with  other  departments.  Applied  Science  has 
developed  a  speech  correction  device  for  the  Psychology 
Department  and  is  presently  developing  a  closed-circuit 
TV  system.  By  adding  new  equipment,  by  progressing 
in  construction  in  the  fluid  mechanics  laboratory,  by 
sponsoring  field  trips  to  different  industries,  and  by  hold- 
ing the  annual  project  fair,  the  School  of  Applied  Science 
is  now  one  of  the  finest  departments  or  colleges  at  South- 
ern and  ranks  quite  favorably  with  other  universities.

Because  the  field  of  home  economics  is  a  growing  pro- 
fession, Southern's  School  of  Home  Economics  finds  it 
necessary  to  keep  in  a  steady  pace.  There  are  more  and 
more  jobs  available  each  year  in  this  vocation;  therefore, 
the  School  of  Home  Economics  plays  a  big  part  in  helping 
to  fill  the  constant  demand. 

To  stimulate  an  interest  in  home  economics  and  to 
stress  its  importance  today,  the  school  offers  several 
services  to  the  University.  For  example,  it  has  a  special 
home  economics  course  for  men  and  is  also  offering 
extension  courses  in  foods  for  the  students  who  are  en- 
rolled in  nursing.  Students  are  proud  of  their  very  modern 
facilities,  and  are  always  more  than  happy  to  conduct 
tours  of  the  new  building. 

Like  many  other  schools  on  campus  the  School  of 
Home  Economics  has  a  very  busy  social  calendar  for  the 
entire  school  year.  Last  fall  term,  it  sponsored  a  tea  at 
Homecoming  for  the  Home  Economics  alumnae.  At 
Christmas  time  there  was  another  tea  in  the  family  liv- 
ing area  for  the  home  economics  faculty  and  the  home 
economics  students.  Each  spring  a  special  high  school 
clay  is  held.  On  this  day,  girls  who  are  interested  in 
homemaking  and  attend  high  school  in  this  vicinity  come 
to  visit  and  to  learn  about  the  facilities  of  Southern's 
School  of  Home  Economics. 

There  are  two  campus  organizations  that  are  affiliated 
with  this  school.  The  Home  Economics  Club  is  one  of 
those  organizations  and  is  open  to  every  girl  who  is 
interested  in  Home  Economics.  The  other  organization 
is  Kappa  Omicron  Phi  which  is  an  honorary  society  for 
freshman  women  in  home  economics.

Southern's  AFROTC,  organized  in  1951,  is  one  of  the 
ten  largest  in  the  nation.  The  department's  course  of 
study  is  divided  into  two  phases,  the  required  basic 
course  for  all  nonveteran  freshman  and  sophomore 
males,  and  the  voluntary,  advanced  course  which  entitles 
a  successful  cadet  a  commission  as  a  Second  Lieutenant 
in  the  United  States  Air  Force  Reserve  upon  graduation. 
A  modified  basic  course  of  instruction  which  reduced  the 
academic  requirement  for  all  basic  cadets  was  initiated 
during  the  1960-61  school  year. 

The  department  also  sponsored  several  extracurricular 
activities.  The  Singing  Squadron  made  two  television 
appearances,  presented  five  fifteen-minute  programs 
over  WSIU,  and  cut  a  twelve  inch  LP  record.  "Revue 
in  Blue  was  presented  for  the  second  year,  featuring 
the  Angel  Flight  and  the  Singing  Squadron.  Incorporated 
in  the  event  was  the  annual  Military  Ball. 
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Trumpet  players  form  an  integral 
part  of  the  ROTC  Marching  Band 
at  Southern.  Their  sharp  brassy 
sounds  add  spirit  to  Tuesday  drills.

Students  who  seek  advanced  study  in  their  particular 
major  field  find  the  extensive  program  of  the  Graduate 
School  very  helpful.  Admission  is  granted  to  graduates 
whose  previous  averages  are  3.2  or  above.  Each  graduate 
student  is  assigned  an  adviser  in  his  major  field  who 
helps  him  plan  his  study  program,  which  entails 
practical  as  well  as  academic  studies.  Services  of  the 
graduate  office  include  academic  counseling,  registra- 
tion, checking  records,  and  answering  inquiries  from 
present  or  potential  graduate  students.  The  Dowdell 
hall  for  male  graduate  students  has  maintained  the 
highest  grade  average  for  several  consecutive  terms. 


Psychology  department  of  the  graduate  school  recently 
expanded  its  laboratory  facilities,  its  course  offerings, 
and  its  experimental  projects.  Much  work  has  been 
done  with  rats  to  find  out  more  about  the  learning 
processes.  Financial  assistance  is  approved  and  given  by 
the  graduate  council  to  individual  faculty  members,  to 
departments,  and  to  special  research  agencies  of  the 
University.  Graduate  fellowships  and  assistantships  are 
available  in  all  graduate  departments  and  are  awarded 
upon  the  basis  of  scholarship.  The  program  meets  needs 
of  those  students  who  desire  to  obtain  practical  experi- 
ence in  a  public  school  while  working  toward  a  masters.

Area  hospitals  offer 


Southern's  Nursing  program  was  established  in  1955. 
The  first  group  of  basic  students  was  admitted  two 
years  later.  In  partial  fulfillment  of  requirements  for 
the  Bachelor  of  Science  Degree  with  a  major  in  Nurs- 
ing, these  students  have  had  supervised  experience  in 
hospitals  in  Carbondale,  the  University  of  Illinois 
Research  and  Education  Hospitals,  Chicago;  Anna 
State  Hospital,  Anna;  and  East  Side  Health  District 
Hospital,  East  St.  Louis. 

Three  area  hospitals,  including  Doctors'  and  Hold- 
en  in  Carbondale  and  St.  Joseph's  in  Murphysboro, 
are  being  utilized  for  clinical  experience  in  the  care 
of  general  medical  and  surgical  patients.

Enrollment  in  the  Supplemental  Program  for  Registered 
Nurses  remains  high  as  nurses  return  to  school  to  work 
toward  their  degrees.  Of  the  nine  who  have  graduated, 
seven  are  practicing  in  Illinois.  Two  of  the  school's  alum- 
nae, Miss  Kay  Holder  of  Mount  Vernon  and  Mrs.  Mary 
L.  Perkins,  Carbondale,  are  on  the  faculty. 

The  Department  has  reached  a  total  of  one  hundred 
and  twenty  nurses  through  its  offerings  in  extension. 
Almost  three  hundred  nurses  have  attended  the  annual 
area  summer  work-conferences.  These  courses  are  offered 
in  an  attempt  to  improve  the  quality  of  patient  care 
throughout  the  State  and  the  Southern  Illinois  area.

Technical  and  Adult  Education — more  courses 


During  the  last  year,  preparations  have  been  underway 
for  the  formation  and  development  of  facilities  and 
curriculum  in  the  Vocational  Technical  Institute  for  a 
new  program  in  Aviation  Technology.  It  will  include 
programs  in  private  and  commercial  flight,  aircraft 
maintenance,  and  operation,  and  is  to  be  introduced  in 
the  fall  term  of  1961.  Laboratories  and  equipment  are 
also  being  readied  for  introduction  in  that  quarter  of  a 
new  two  year  program  in  the  training  of  dental  hygienists. 


The  Adult  Education  programs  have  also  experienced 
a  thirteen  percent  increase  in  enrollment  during  the  year. 
Notable  was  the  greater  number  of  specialized  programs 
and  courses  offered  at  the  request  of  and  in  cooperation 
with  professional  associations  and  organizations,  and 
industrial  and  business  concerns,  such  as  Certified  Pro- 
fessional Secretary  Training,  Chartered  Life  Under- 
writers, and  Inland  Waterways  Finance.  The  number  of 
short  intensive  courses  held  last  year  was  the  largest  ever. 
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VTI  S  dental  teclmology  program  is  one  of  three  with  national  accreditation— serves  as  a  pioneer  in  its  much-needed  service. 


The  secretary  must  know  English,  typing,  shorthand,  accounting, 
filing,  office  machines,  office  conduct,  other  data  to   work  well. 
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The    practical   skill   of   circuitry    repair 
is  learned  in  the  electronics  labcratory.

Summer  Session- 1960 


More  and  more  students  are  finding  Southern's  Summer 
Session  very  convenient  and  also  enjoyable.  Last  year 
during  the  summer  over  4300  people  enrolled  in  this 
session,  which  included  almost  every  department  of  the 
University  and  also  fifty-four  workshops.  These  various 
courses  were  held  on  a  professional  and  nonprofessional, 
credit  and  noncredit  basis. 

During  the  Summer  Sessions  outstanding  authorities 
in  various  fields  are  brought  to  Southern.  These  ex- 
perts conduct  lectures,  classes,  conferences  and  work- 
shops. For  the  past  few  summers  the  University  has 
also  included  two  courses  out  of  the  country.  These 
courses  were  sponsored  by  the  Government  Department. 
One  of  these  classes  attended  school  in  Mexico  and  the 
other  at  Hamburg,  Germany. 

To  meet  the  increasing  number  of  summer  students 
the  University  may  change  its  present  Summer  Session 
into  a  complete  fourth  quarter  if  the  legislature  approves.

This  1,000-acre  branch  of  Southern  Illinois  University 
is  located  eleven  miles  southeast  of  Carbondale  and  is 
adjacent  to  Giant  City  State  Park. 

The  campus  with  its  camp  sites,  wilderness  areas, 
riding  and  hiking  trails,  swimming  beaches,  classroom 
and  meeting  facilities  affords  unique  opportunities  for 
learning  at  an  outdoor  education  center  which  is  attract- 
ing national  attention.  As  an  example,  the  American  Red 
Cross  has  selected  the  Little  Grassy  Lake  Campus  for  its 
annual  Regional  Aquatic  School  held  in  the  spring. 

Several  new  projects  and  programs  have  been  recently 
initiated  into  the  speedily  developing  branch  campus. 
They  include  the  decentralization  of  camp  sites,  student 
and  camper  participation  in  activities  planning  and  work 
program,  the  development  of  a  full  time  resident  staff, 
winterizing  of  all  campus  buildings,  and  an  increase  in 
the  use  of  these  facilities  for  educational  groups. 


Summer  programs  are  designed  to  stimulate  creative  abilities 
and  to  provide  recreation  for  physically  retarded  students. 


Aided  hy  student  instructors,  handicapped  children  are  able 
to  participate  in  the  many  sports,  including  horseback  riding. 
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progress  in  education 


Few  campuses  can  claim  as  beautiful  surroundings  as  can  the 
Little  Grassy  Campus  with  its  cool  lake  and  wilderness  area. 


The  Recreation-Outdoor  Education  department  operates  vari- 
ous camping  programs  at  Little  Grassy  during  the  summer. 


Several  student  projects  created  in  the  outdoor  educa- 
tion   laboratory    have    become    attractive    landmarks. 


Wheelchair    campers    can    lead    very    active    lives 
through  special  aids  and  help  from  other  campers. 


Members  of  the  Touring  Theatre  traveled  to  30  Illinois  communities  where  they  performed  before  about  20,000  persons. 


Extension  Division  courses  are  available  to  all 


Dean  R.   H.  Dey,  Dean   of   University  Extension  and 
Summer  Session,  has  held  this  position  for  six  years. 


Textbook  Service  delivery  trucks  unloaded  many  text- 
books at  Salem  High   School  for  an   Extension  class. 
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The  Extension  program  offers  college  credit  classes  in 
thirty-five  Southern  Illinois  communities  to  those  who 
cannot  come  to  campus.  The  instructors  for  Extension 
classes  are  borrowed  from  other  departments  and  travel 
to  and  from  classes  in  university  cars  and  airplanes. 
In  addition  to  extension  classes,  about  200  educational 
conferences  are  held  on  campus  each  year. 

The  Division  of  University  Extension  is  also  in  charge 
of  scheduling  performances  for  the  Southern  Players 
in  area  communities  at  elementary  and  secondary  schools. 

When  the  new  television  station  is  completed,  the 
Division  of  Extension  will  be  able  to  offer  more  classes 
by  television  than  they  now  offer.  This  year  one  exten- 
sion class  was  taught  by  television  at  Menard  State  Pen- 
itentiary. The  Extension  Division  plans  to  offer  more 
classes  of  a  axeater  variety  next  vear. 


Dr.  McDaniel  has  been  teaching  a  group  at  Illinois  State  Peni- 
tentiary at  Menard  who  are  Inking  an  Extension  course  by  TV. 


One  of  the  Extension  instructors,  who  has  been  a 
pilot,   flies  a   SlU   plane   to   his  Extension   class. 


This  Educational  Conference  held  at  Furr  Auditorium  is  but 
one  of  over  two  hundred  such  events  held  each  year  sponsored 


by  the  Extension  Division  at  Southern  as  c  supplement  to  its 
curriculum   for  its  enrollees  and  as  a   service   to   the   area. 
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The  Institutes  continue  to  change  and  grow 


Expansion,  a  word  which  has  become  very  important  at 
Southern  Illinois  University,  has  found  its  place  in  the 
Institutes  just  as  it  has  in  other  places.  On  July  1,  1960, 
the  Transportation  Institute  was  established  and  took  its 
place  as  the  sixth  in  the  program.  Growth  will  soon  be 
continued  by  the  Latin  American  Institute  when  it  be- 
comes the  second  institute  to  provide  a  graduate  program 
of  study;  a  Master  of  Science  or  Master  of  Arts  Degree 
can  now  be  obtained  in  the  Rehabilitation  Institute. 

The  Institutes  play  a  very  important  role  in  Southern's 
curriculum.  They  are  separate  academic  units  and  are 
not  located  within  any  college  or  school,  but  the  classes 
for  which  a  student  receives  credit  are  offered  by  various 
departments  within  the  University.  In  some  cases,  how- 
ever, they  have  been  designed  primarily  for  Institute 
use,  and  staff  members  of  the  Institute  teach  them.  The 
programs  of  instruction  usually  combine  classroom  teach- 
ing with  field  training. 

Most  of  the  Institutes  also  offer  various  workshops.  An 
example  of  this  type  of  program  is  the  annual  Institute 
for  Rehabilitation  Personnel  offered  during  the  summer. 
Each  year  approximately  sixty  persons  attend  a  two-week 
session  to  observe  demonstrations  and  to  participate  in 
discussions  with  leaders  in  rehabilitation  fields.

Each  student  at  Southern,  whether  lie  realizes  it  or  not, 
is  in  contact  with  one  of  the  offices  under  the  general 
heading  of  University  Services  from  the  time  he  decides 
to  attend  S.  I.  U.  until  long  after  he  graduates. 

Through  pre-registration  he  encounters  staff  members 
in  Advisement  and  Sectioning,  and  the  benefits  of  the 
Housing  Office  are  discovered  when  he  tries  to  locate 
a  place  to  live.  If  financial  aid  is  needed,  he  can  apply 
for  a  scholarship  through  the  Office  of  Student  Affairs 
or  obtain   a   job   through  the  Employment   Service. 


Reading  and  study  books  are  made  available  by 
Morris  Library,  Textbook  Service,  Bindery,  and  Uni- 
versity Press.  The  Health  Service  tries  to  take  the  place 
of  his  family  doctor  and  the  University  Police  perform 
all  the  duties  of  a  city  police  force. 

When  graduation  time  comes  near,  he  may  go  to  the 
Placement  Service  for  a  job  interview  with  a  prospective 
employer.  After  the  student  has  become  a  graduate  and 
has  left  the  University,  the  Alumni  Office  makes  campus 
news   available  through   the  "Southern   Alumnus." 
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In  1956  the  Stenographic  Service 
was  established  to  aid  University 
departments  and  professors  who 
needed     secretarial     icork     done.

To  fill  completely  the  requirements  of  a  liberal  educa- 
tion, a  student  must  work  long  hard  hours  to  make  a 
name  for  himself  on  campus  and  in  the  classroom.  The 
only  recreation  facilities  he  has  in  the  area  must  be  pro- 
vided on  the  Southern  campus.  An  excellent  example 
which  provides  recreation  in  every  sense  of  the  word  is 
Campus  Lake. 

In  operation  for  only  two  years  now,  its  numerous 
facilities  provide  swimming,  boating,  fishing,  picnicking, 
and  a  place  where  students  can  be  closer  to  nature  and 
God  and  His  wonders.  Swimming  has  been  emphasized 
by  construction  of  a  large  beach,  the  largest  in  Southern 
Illinois,  equipped  with  a  scientific  chlorination  device,  to 
aid  in  the  prevention  of  harmful  bacteria  in  the  water. 
Students  are  allowed  to  swim  only  when  one  of  SIU's 
trained  and  experienced  lifeguards  is  on  hand  to  take 
care  of  any  emergencies.  Only  Southern's  students  and 
faculty  are  allowed  to  swim,  therefore  preventing  the 
outside  public  to  take  advantage  of  the  area. 

Boating  became  one  of  the  fastest  growing  interests 
for  residents,  and  to  no  wonder.  Canoes,  rowboats,  paddle 
boats,  and  frequent  rides  in  the  "duck,"  a  surplus  amphib- 
ian craft,  provide  fun,  enjoyment  and  exercise  for  study 
weary  students. 

Picnicking  around  the  lake,  either  on  the  ground  or 
at  one  of  the  numerous  geodesic  dome  shelters  offers  a 
welcome  diversion  from  the  cafeteria  line  that  is  promi- 
nent in  everyday  life.

Academic  achievement  honors  went  to  258  Southern 
students  at  the  annual  Scholastic  Honors  Day. 

The  ceremony  at  Shryock  Auditorium  which  was 
staged  at  the  regular  freshmen  convocation  time  on  a 
Thursday  morning,  honored  high-ranking  students  se- 
lected on  the  basis  of  scholastic  standing  maintained 
throughout  the  entire  school  year.  To  "make  the  grade" 
freshmen  and  sophomores  must  have  averaged  4.5  or 
better.   Juniors    and   seniors   must   have   averaged   4.25. 

A  freshman  must  have  from  32  to  48  hours  of  credit, 
a  sophomore  from  48-  to  120.  Juniors  are  all  students 
with  121  hours  or  more  who  are  not  to  be  graduated 
at  either  the  June  or  August  commencements.  Seniors 
are  those  who  are  to  receive  their  diplomas  at  one  of 
these  commencements. 

Another  group  of  some  75  students  was  singled  out 
as  winners  of  special  awards  and  scholarships  won  dur- 
ing the  school  year. 

President  Morris  presented  special  scholarships  and 
the  awards.  Vice-President  Charles  Tenney  made  the 
awards  to  honor  students.  The  speaker  for  the  occasion 
was  Dr.  William  H.  Harris,  associate  professor  of  phil- 
osophy and  winner  of  "The  Egyptian"  Faculty  Award 
which  is  presented  each  year  to  an  outstanding  SIU  in- 
structor. Dr.  Harris  spoke  on  the  topic  "The  Duty  to  be 
Free"  and  emphasized  the  responsibilites  as  well  as 
privileges   that  surround   exceptional  students. 

The  Honors  Day  roster  included  73  graduating  seniors. 
Five  of  these  students,  Woodson  Fuller,  Robert  Hunt, 
Dennis  Raveling,  Nancy  Ellen  Rigg,  and  Charles  Gordon 
Wade,  posted  better  than  4.75  grade  averages. 

Two  juniors  were  cited  for  averages  above  4.9.  They 
were  Dorothy  Ann  Lingle  and  James  Ozment.

Barbara  Downen  received  the  Sphinx  Club  Special 
Award  for  outstanding  service  to  the  campus;  Joe  Dill, 
the  Southern  Spirit  Award;  and  Jerry  Lawless,  the  Phi 
Sigma  Kappa  Award  for  the  freshman  man  or  woman 
with  the  most  outstanding  activities.  Judy  Shackelford 
and  Fred  Kuhn  won  the  Sphinx  Club  Awards  for  the 
most  outstanding  sophomore  woman  and  man.

The  State  University  of 
Iowa  President  spoke  to  the  gathering  of  students 
and  guests  and  faculty  in  McAndrew  Stadium 
on  a  beautiful  June  15th  evening  as  980  students 
received  their  diplomas.  Included  were  two  doc- 
toral degrees  in  psychology,  the  first  Ph.D.  in 
that  department  since  the  doctoral  training  was 
inaugurated  three  years  ago. 

Summer  commencement,  held  August  12,  1960, 
in  McAndrew  Stadium,  began  with  a  concert 
given  by  the  summer  band.  Southern's  Dr. 
Claude  Coleman  spoke  on  "An  Adventure  in 
Education"  following  the  concert,  processional 
and  invocation. 

The  graduates  were  distinguished  as  to  the 
school  or  division  from  which  they  were  gradu- 
ated by  the  appropriate  tassel.

When  Southern's  Student  Council  planned  Leadership 
Camp  for  Fall,  1960,  it  tried  to  find  a  new  approach 
to  the  annual  weekend.

Annual  Fine  Arts  Festival  unfurled 


A  Chinese  play,  "The  Dream  of  the  Red  Chamber,"  acted  by 
graduate  students  and  faculty,  presented  a  theme  of  conflict. 
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For  the  sixth  consecutive  year,  the  School  of  Fine  Arts 
presented  the  Fine  Arts  Festival.  The  purpose  of  the 
Festival  was  to  initiate  the  students  and  residents  of  the 
surrounding  communities  into  the  cultural  heritage  of  a 
particular  cultural  tradition.  "Development  in  the  Arts  of 
Asia"  was  this  year's  motif. 

Since  Southern  Illinois  University  is  looked  upon  as 
the  cultural  hub  of  the  area,  the  festival  offered  an  ex- 
cellent opportunity  to  plant  a  seed  of  understanding  of  a 
country  through  its  direction  in  the  fine  arts. 

Many  distinguished  artists,  lecturers,  musicians,  and 
other  performers  were  scheduled  and  represented  some 
of  the  finest  attractions  available  in  this  country  and 
abroad.  The  koto,  an  ancient  stringed  instrument,  was 
played  by  Mr.  Kimio  Eto,  master  of  the  instrument  and 
one  of  Japan's  renowned  musical  artists.  Carola  Goya 
and  Matteo,  experts  in  ethnic  dances,  presented  one  of 
the  several  memorable  concerts  in  Shryock  Auditorium.

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The  rapid  development  of  Southern  Illinois  University  as 
a  national  athletic  power  again  proceeded  in  1960-1961 
perhaps  more  rapidly  than  it  has  in  previous  years.  Under 
the  guidance  of  Athletic  Director  Donald  N.  Boydston 
Southern's  athletic  teams  compiled  an  impressive  109-37 
record  and  won  their  second  straight  IIAC  all-sports 
tropin'.  Southern  Illinois  University  teams  also  won  recog- 
nition in  several  post-season  affairs,  first  under  the 
auspices  of  the  NAIA  and  later  under  the  NCAA. 

Starting  with  the  spring  of  1960,  the  athletic  pace 
began  at  a  quick  tempo.  Glen  (Abe)  Martin's  base- 
bailers  again  were  selected  for  NAIA  tournament  play 
and  the  nine  took  its  third  successive  crown.  Coach 
Martin  himself  was  named  the  NAIA  coach  of  the 
eastern  all-star  team  in  exhibition  contests  that  summer 
in  Hawaii.  The  track  squad  ran  through  an  unbeaten  dual 
meet  season,  although  placing  a  disappointing  seventh 
in  the  conference  meet.  Dick  LeFevre's  tennis  team  won 
the  league  title  for  the  third  straight  year  and  played 
against  the  nation's  best  in  non-conference  matches.  Lynn 
Holder's  fourteenth  golf  team  at  Southern  racked  up  a 
fine  14-3  slate  for  the  season. 

Continuing  in  the  fall  just  as  they  had  left  off  in 
the  spring,  Southern's  athletes  failed  to  drop  a  single 
contest  to  league  foes.  Second  year  head  coach  Carmen 
Piccone's  football  eleven  won  eight  games  while  losing 
only  two— to  the  country's  top  small  college  teams  in 
non-league  contests.  Lew  Hartzog  led  his  first  SIU 
harrier  squad  to  an  unbeaten  season,  plus  several  in- 
vitational titles.  Southern's  runners  also  took  the  IIAC 
title  and  were  crowned  NAIA  champions.

In  the  winter  sports  activities  at  Southern,  the  "60-61 
basketball  unit  became  only  the  third  team  in  league 
history  to  go  undefeated  in  loop  play.  Harry  Gallatin's 
five  was  12-0  in  the  IIAC,  and  21-6  overall.  The  team 
also  accepted  a  bid  to  participate  in  the  NCAA  regional. 

Wrestling  coach  Jim  Wilkinson  saw  his  1961  charges 
fall  only  to  NCAA  elite  Oklahoma  and  Oklahoma  State, 
while  capping  eight  wins  on  the  season  and  IIAC  and 
Ozark  AAU  titles. 

Gymnastics  was  probably  the  Salukis'  greatest  claim 
to  national  honors  in  '60-61,  however  and  Bill  Meade's 
group  easily  ranked  along  with  the  country's  finest.  The 
only  dual  meet  losses  were  to  Illinois,  Michigan,  and 
Michigan  State,  and  the  team  claimed  top  honors  at 
the  Midwest  Open  and  IIAC  meet. 

Dr.  Ralph  Casey's  edition  of  1961  mermen  also  splashed 
to  its  second  successive  conference  crown,  and  dropped 
only  one  dual  encounter,  that  to  Big  Ten  champion 
Indiana.  The  swimmers  outscored  league  opponents  by 
more  than  100  points  in  conference  finals. 

Clearly  Southern  could  have  few  complaints  over  its 
past  accomplishments.  And  what  of  the  future?  Could 
Southern  be  expected  to  continue  its  meteoric  rise  to 
athletic  notoriety?  All  signs  said  that  it  could,  and  Dr. 
Boydston  and  Iris  staff  were  busy  planning  just  such  an 
ascent.  Where  this  growth  would  lead  or  where  it  would 
end,  onlv  time  will  tell.

Football 


Going  without  a  loss  through  their  first  seven  games,  the 
1960  football  Salukis  scored  an  impressive  8-2  season's 
record  and  won  an  undisputed  11AC  title.  Southern  han- 
dled most  of  its  early  foes  with  ease,  and  was  defeated 
only  by  the  number  one  and  two  small  college  teams, 
Ohio  University  and  Bowling  Green  University. 

The  Salukis  opened  their  season  on  September  17  with 
a  34-14  romp  over  Missouri  School  of  Mines.  Trailing  at 
the  half.  Southern  came  back  strongly  to  win  going  away. 
Southern  followed  this  easy  triumph  with  another,  down- 


ing Ohio  Wesleyan,  30-13,  at  Carbondale.  The  Bishops 
proved  a  stubborn  foe  but  breakaway  runs  by  Amos 
Bullocks  and  Bon  Winter's  passing  gave  SIU  the  win. 

Opening  conference  play,  Southern  blew  a  9-0  lead  to 
trail  by  eleven  points  before  beginning  a  fourth  quarter 
rally  which  defeated  Northern  Illinois,  21-20.  Northern's 
passing  attack  almost  toppled  the  Salukis  before  they 
doggedly  recovered  late  in  the  game  to  push  over  two 
touchdowns.  Southern  next  stopped  Western  Illinois' 
winning  streak  at  17  in  a  hard-nosed  affair  which  clearly 
marked  SIU  as  the  IIAC's  team  to  beat.  Largely  a  battle 
of  line  play,  the  Salukis  took  an  early  lead  and  never 
relinquished  it  to  the  Falcons.

SIU  loses  only  to  nation's  top  two  elevens 


Southern's  fifth  straight  win  was  over  a  bedraggled 
Eastern  Illinois  crew  that  scored  first,  then  suffered 
under  a  52  point  barrage  for  Southern's  victory. 

A  record  Homecoming  crowd  of  12,000  watched  SIU 
play  in  ragged  fashion,  still  down  an  inspired  Illinois 
State  crew  in  a  30-6  win. 

Eastern  Michigan  proved  the  easiest  foe  of  the  year, 
trailed  14-0  with  less  than  a  minute  gone  in  the  game, 
eventually  lost  66-8. 

Southern  took  its  first  loss  against  powerful  Bowling 
Green  the  following  week,  27-6.  The  Falcons  over- 
powered die  Salukis  with  a  strong  ground  game  and  a 
stalwart  defense,  much  as  Southern  had  done  to  its  op- 
ponents until  then.  Ohio  University  two  weeks  later  was 
the  same  story  over  again  with  added  emphasis,  and  a 
victory  over  Central  Michigan  sandwiched  between  the 
two  losses,  while  a  come-from-behind.  uphill  struggle, 
still  proved  an  easy  enough  wrap-up  to  the  conference 
title  for  the  Salukis. 

Southern  benefited  from  outstanding  individual  per- 
formances throughout  the  '60  season.  The  Salukis'  most 
valuable  player  was  250  pound  guard  Houston  Antwine, 
number  two  draft  choice  of  the  Detroit  Lions. 


Quarterback  Ron  Winter  passed  (857)  and  ran  (266) 
to  a  new  Southern  total  offense  mark  of  1123  yards, 
breaking  joe  Huske's  record  of  1053  set  in  1953.  Winter 
also  performed  well  in  the  defensive  secondary. 

Junior  halfback  Amos  Bullocks  again  ran  wild  on  the 
gridiron,  netting  just  under  1000  yards  and  averaging 
5.4  yards  per  cany.  Captain  Tom  Bruna  was  probably 
Southern's  best  all-around  back,  averaged  4.5  per  carry 
and  was  a  bruising  blocker  and  linebacker.  Halfbacks 
Chuck  Lerch  and  Denny  Harmon  ran  well  in  place  of 
injured  workhorse  Clarence  Walker;  Harmon  also  played 
full  time  as  defensive  left  halfback.  Substitute  fullback 
Ernie  Wheelwright,  6'3"  210  lbs.,  made  many  wonder 
over  his  secondary  status  with  hard-charging  drives  and 
defensive  play. 

Up  front  Paul  Brostron,  John  Longmeyer,  Jim  Thomp- 
son, Sam  Silas,  Dick  Carpenter,  Gardy  Seeker,  Jim  Hayes, 
Shaun  Hawthorne,  Jim  Battle,  Joe  McCormick,  Dick 
Nelson,  and  Gene  Williams  played  so  well  it  was  often 
difficult  to  select  the  top  individual  efforts.  The  entire 
bunch  gave  Southern's  backfield  an  awesome  bulwark  to 
move  behind.  The  all-IIAC  selections  were  Winter,  Bul- 
locks, Bruna,  Antwine,  and  Brostrom.

Basketball 


Becoming  the  third  team  in  IIAC  history  to  go  unde- 
feated in  loop  play,  the  1961  Southern  Illinois  University 
basketball  team  raced  through  an  exciting  season  to  an 
outstanding  21-6  overall  record.  Aside  from  their  12  con- 
ference victories,  the  swift  Salukis  parlayed  wins  over 
such  capable  foes  as  Western  Michigan,  Toledo,  Ken- 
tucky Wesleyan,  and  Tennessee  State  to  rate  a  number 
four  ranking  among  the  nation's  small  colleges.  South- 
ern's five  also  earned  entry  into  the  NCAA  regional  play- 
offs where  they  fell  victim  to  an  inspired  Southeast  Mis- 
souri State  College  team  in  the  final  game. 

Few  observers  at  the  season's  beginning  would  have 
picked  Southern  to  go  so  far  in  1961.  The  fabulous 
Charlie  Vaughn  was  scholastically  ineligible  until  Janu- 
ary, the  Salukis  were  as  yet  without  a  real  tall  front  line, 
and  many  fans  were  accustomed  to  having  their  high 
hopes  for  Southern  unexpectedly  rise  and  fall.  The  '61 
season  was  no  exception  tor  just  as  the  Salukis  began  to 
give  promise  of  a  national  title,  their  loss  at  Cape  proved 
a  rather  inglorious  finale  to  an  excellent  season.  Although 
the  defeat  was  anything  but  a  disgrace,  for  a  team  that 
had  worked  so  hard  for  so  long  it  was  an  ignominious 
ending  for  a  great  team. 


Hall  of  Southern's  si\  losses  came  before  January.  The 
opening  defeat,  to  North  Carolina  State  by  19  points,  was 
the  worst  of  the  year,  and  a  loss  to  Northeast  Missouri 
State,  82-80,  was  largely  the  result  of  sloppy  play  on  a 
"bad  night."  Yet  SIU  played  one  of  its  finest  games  in 
dropping  the  Quincy  holiday  tournament  title  to  Ten- 
nessee State,  95-93,  and  this  early  period  also  saw  impres- 
sive wins  over  Toledo  and  Kentucky  Wesleyan. 

After  the  Christmas  break  Southern  rolled  up  11  wins 
in  a  row,  outclassing  all  conference  comers  downing  non- 
league  foes  Western  Michigan,  Tennessee  State,  and 
Indiana  State,  thus  boosting  its  national  ranking  to  num- 
ber two.  In  these  games  Southern  displayed  a  sure  cool- 
ness and  deliberateness  conspicuously  absent  in  former 
years.  Several  of  Southern's  wins  came  under  pressure 
and  on  foreign  courts.  Southern  completed  its  conference 
play  with  two  "away"  wins  over  tough  foes  Illinois 
Normal  and  Western  Illinois.  The  final  regular  season 
loss  for  Southern  was  to  Kentucky  Wesleyan,  99-92,  in 
an  overtime  period. 

In  the  NCAA  post  season  play  at  Cape  Girardeau  the 
Salukis  downed  Trinity  University  of  San  Antonio,  Texas, 
in  the  first  round,  96-84.  In  the  final  game  against  South- 
east Missouri,  Southern  jumped  to  an  early  lead,  then 
fell  behind  throughout  most  of  the  game.

After  knotting  the  score  for  the  last  time  at  80-all,  the 
Salukis  dropped  the  decision  in  the  closing  seconds.  For 
both  Coach  Gallatin,  whose  three-year  total  stands  at 
58-25,  and  the  boys  themselves,  the  loss  seemed  an  ill- 
deserved  fate. 

The  Salukis  also  fared  far  better  than  their  opponents 
in  the  statistical  battles  in  '61.  As  a  team  Southern  Illinois 
averaged  87  points  a  game,  while  holding  its  opponents 
to  75.3  per  contest.  Southern  shot  46  per  cent  from  the 
floor  and  71  per  cent  at  the  foul  line  to  the  opposition's 
figures  of  39  per  cent  and  70  per  cent,  respectively.  The 
Salukis  also  outrebounded  their  foes,  averaging  53  a 
game  to  48  for  the  opposition. 

The  high  mark  for  team  offense  came  against  Eastern 
Michigan  as  Southern  netted  120  points,  sinking  55  shots 
from  the  field.  Southern  made  36  foul  shots  against  Villa 
Madonna,  Charlie  Vaughn  getting  16  of  them.  The  most 
rebounds  in  one  game,  75,  came  against  Eastern  Illinois. 

Defensively,  Southern's  best  efforts  came  in  wins  over 
Toledo,  Illinois  State,  and  Northeast  Missouri.  Toledo 
only  managed  to  score  54  points  against  the  Salukis; 
Illinois  State  was  limited  to  IS  field  goals,  and  Northeast 
Missouri  only  grabbed  28  rebounds  in  its  win  over 
Southern.  And  hapless  Eastern  Michigan  was  held  to 
nine  free  throws  in  one  of  its  two  losses  to  the  Salukis.

In  their  senior  years  at  Southern  Don  Hepler  and  Tom 
McGreal  became  the  backbone  of  a  strong  Southern  Illi- 
nois team.  Husky,  6'4"  Don,  the  team  captain,  averaged 
15.1  points  a  game  and  was  the  squad's  leading  rebound- 
er.  "Hep"  also  handled  the  opponents  top  scorer  as  a 
defensive  chore  in  nearly  every  contest.  McGreal  too  was 
an  indispensable  steadying  influence  on  the  team,  aver- 
aging 18.5  per  contest  himself  and  recurrently  giving 
scoring  assists  to  teammates  with  his  sharp,  clever  pass- 
ing. Tom,  who  is  6'6",  often  moved  on  fast  breaks  witli 
uncanny  agility  for  a  man  his  size,  and  like  Hepler,  was 
a  stout  defenseman.  Neither  of  the  two  ever  failed  to 
exhibit  team  spirit,  competitive  enthusiasm,  and  good 
sportsmanship.  Both  were  athletes  in  the  finest  sense. 

Little  All-American  Charles  Vaughn  was  his  old,  in- 
valuable self  again  also,  and  his  return  to  the  line-up  in 
late  December  pepped  up  the  attack  to  produce  87 
points  an  outing.  Vaughn  lowered  his  own  scoring  output 
to  23.4  in  '61  but  he  produced  assists  and  set  up  offensive 
patterns  that  awed  unbelieving  crowds. 

Senior  guard  Harold  Bardo,  nicknamed  the  "Hawk" 
for  his  stellar  defensive  work,  shared  the  play-making 
chores  with  Vaughn.  Bardo  played  in  a  starting  role  for 
the  first  time  in  '61,  added  much  to  the  fast  break  with 
his  good  speed.  Randy  McClary,  6'5"  senior  forward, 
started  most  of  the  year,  was  a  good  rebounder  and  ade- 
quate scorer.  Randy  shared  starting  assignments  with 
the  warlike  Ed  Spila,  a  rugged  rebounder  who  showed 
signs  of  promise  in  his  sophomore  season. 

Ivan  Jefferson,  junior  forward,  was  a  tenacious  de- 
fender and  ready  replacement;  Jim  Gualdoni  and  Dave 
Henson  played  well  in  substitute  guard  roles.  Frank 
Lentfer,  6'8"  reserve  center,  improved  greatly  over  I960, 
and  another  sophomore,  Harold  Hood,  displayed  good 
scoring  potential  in  his  showings.

Baseball 


In  spite  of  the  lack  of  any  serious  team  depth  or  ex- 
perience. Southern  Illinois'  baseball  nine  captured  its 
third  successive  IIAC  title.  Coach  Glenn  "Abe"  Martin's 
crew,  buoyed  mainly  by  first-year  regulars  and  freshmen, 
turned  in  an  overall  18-14  mark  including  an  11-5  con- 
ference slate.  Southern  also  participated  in  the  NAIA 
post-season  series,  losing  to  Southern  University  3-1  and 
Indiana  State  2-1. 

The  season  opened  with  the  annual  swing  through  the 
Southern  states,  where  the  slightly  out-of-shape  Salukis 
won  only  2  and  dropped  6.  In  early  conference  play 
however.  Southern  took  5  of  6  from  Michigan  schools 
and  acquired  a  lead  which  they  never  relinquished.  The 
Martinmen  clinched  the  crown  by  downing  Western 
Illinois,  7-3,  in  the  final  season's  series. 

Southern's  non-conference  victims  in  the  '60  season  in- 
cluded Southeast  Louisiana  State.  Southeast  Missouri 
State,  Wheaton  College.  Evansville,  and  Washington 
University  (St.  Louis). 

The    champion    Salukis    displayed    remarkable    team 


balance  throughout  the  year  with  no  one  player  extra- 
ordinarily outstanding.  Only  two  team  marks  were 
established  during  the  campaign,  Southern  batters 
collecting  162  bases-on-balls  and  striking  out  160  times. 
The  squad's  conference  batting  average  was  a  meager 
.244,  but  Southern's  hurlers  managed  to  hold  opposition 
hitting  to  a  .232  mark. 

Pacing  the  offensive  attack  was  the  captain  and  left- 
fielder  Carroll  "Rocky"  Bridges.  The  left-handed  hitting 
outfielder  batted  .350  for  the  Salukis,  had  four  home  runs, 
and  set  a  new  Southern  record  ol  15  two-base  hits  in 
one  season.  Another  of  the  seniors  (there  were  onh 
four  on  the  squad )  who  played  an  important  role  in 
winning  ball  games  for  the  '60  team  was  second-baseman 
Richard  "Itchy"  Jones.  "Itchy"  signed  a  contract  with  the 
Chicago  White  Sox  organization  after  batting  .293  in 
I960.  Jones  also  had  four  home  runs,  was  an  excellent 
fielder,  and  an  all-conference  selection. 

Smooth-fielding  shortstop  Gerald  Marring  was  also  one 
of  Southern's  top  performers;  he  hit  four  home  runs 
and  batted  .277.  Marring  did  strike  out  26  times,  however, 
to  set  a  Saluki  record.  Third  baseman  Bob  Hardcastle 
who  platooned  at  shortstop  with  Marring  in  '59  batted 
.264  playing  regularly  in  1960.

Southern  had  a  good  hitter  in  center  fielder  "Duke"  Sutton 
and  although  his  average  was  only  .253,  "Duke"  had  many 
key  hits  to  drive  in  runs  and  he  belted  three  home  runs. 
Sutton  also  spent  part  of  his  playing  time  on  the  mound 
for  Southern,  compiling  a  3-2  record.  He  was  6-0  in  his 
freshman  year,  in  which  he  was  used  solely  as  a  hurler. 

Larry  Harris  and  Larry  Patton  shared  the  catching 
duties  for  the  Salukis,  trying  to  fill  the  all-conference 
shoes  of  J.  W.  Sanders,  who  was  graduated  and  became 
assistant  coach.  Freshmen  Ron  Schaeffer,  at  first  base, 
and  Denny  Creech,  in  right  field,  showed  a  good  deal  of 
promise  and  gained  valuable  experience  in  their  first 
year  of  college  ball. 

The  pitching  staff's  best  won-lost  mark  belonged  to 
senior  Rog  McKnight,  who  owned  a  4-1  mark  and  was 
used  mainly  in  relief.  Starters  Harry  Gurley  and  Jim 
Woods  had  4-3  records;  Gurley  set  a  Saluki  mark  of  13 
strike  outs  in  one  contest  against  Evansville  and  Woods 


went  all  the  way  in  the  title-clinching  game  against  West- 
ern. Sophomore  Larry  Tucker  fell  down  from  his  big 
year  in  1959  when  he  was  9-0  and  established  an  IIAC 
earned  run  average  of  0.78.  Tucker  still  had  good  stuff, 
but  lost  his  effectiveness  largely  through  control  trouble, 
finishing  with  a  3-4  mark.  Other  reliefers  who  saw  a 
good  deal  of  action  were  Rill  Scerba  and  Gary  Williams. 
Head  Coach  Glenn  "Abe"  Martin  was  also  worthy  of 
special  mention  in  1960.  Aside  from  winning  his  third 
straight  conference  title  and  fourth  in  the  last  13  years, 
the  ex-Southern  Illinois  athletic  director  was  selected 
as  the  coach  for  the  NAIA's  eastern  division  all-star  team. 
The  eastern  all-star  unit  defeated  the  western  stars  in  a 
series  of  games  played  on  an  exhibition  tour  in  Hawaii 
during  the  summer.  Martin  was  elected  to  the  NAIA's 
Hall  of  Fame  in  1959,  and  since  he  revived  baseball  at 
Southern  Illinois  in  1947,  his  teams  have  won  1S6  against 
110  losses  for  an  outstanding  .628  percentage.

Plagued  by  injuries  to  key  men  and  hampered  also  by 
die  loss  of  their  veteran  coach,  the  1960  Southern  Illinois 
track  team,  while  winning  all  its  dual  encounters,  placed 
a  dismal  seventh  in  the  IIAC.  For  the  first  time  in  33 
years,  Leland  "Doc"  Lingle  was  not  at  the  helm  of 
an  SIU  track  unit  because  of  a  severe  asthmatic  attack 
that  necessitated  his  retirement  from  coaching. 

However,  under  the  direction  of  Lingle's  replacement 
Dr.  Andy  Vaughan,  Southern  still  managed  to  record  a 
fine  6-0  dual  mark  by  defeating  several  smaller  schools 
in  area  competitions.  Injuries  weakened  the  squad  and 
sidelined  members  often  during  the  season;  particularly 
troubled  was  hurdles  star  Dale  Gleghorn  who  failed  to 
place  in  the  conference  although  a  top  finisher  in  '59. 

Several  fine  performances  were  turned  in  throughout 
the  season,  though,  and  chief  of  these  was  Southern's 
lone  record-breaker,  shot  putter  Don  Windier.  Windier 
broke  Ed  Hayes'  1956  mark  with  a  toss  of  48'  4Vo". 

John  Flamer  ran  well  both  in  the  mile  and  two-mile 
his  best  being  a  4:23.6  mile.  Don  Hequembourg,  Lee 
King  and  Fred  Arnold  gave  good  support  behind 
Flamer's  efforts. 

John  Saunders  turned  in  a  fine  1:57.2  in  the  880;  prom- 
ising Sonny  Hocker  failed  to  come  around  all  year  yet 
still  managed  a  50.2  in  the  440. 

Captain-elect  Sonny  Ellis  was  a  consistent  performer 
in  the  pole  vault;  Harold  Bardo  and  Dave  McCann 
showed  well  in  the  high  jump,  and  Ted  Farmer  won 
third  place.  Southern's  highest,  at  the  conference  meet.

Taking  its  third  straight  IIAC  wrestling  crown  and 
fifth  in  the  last  six  years,  Southern's  1961  wrestling 
squad  claimed  7  of  the  10  individual  titles,  and  a 
second,  third,  and  fourth  in  the  other  divisions.  Several 
of  the  conference  titlists  were  repeaters  from  1960. 
"Deke"  Edwards,  last  year's  137  lb.  champ,  won  at  130  lb., 
and  Ken  Houston,  titlist  at  191  lb.  last  year,  captured  the 
heavyweight  crown.  First  year  champs  were  Frank 
Coniglio  (123  lb.),  Stan  Bergmeier  (147  lb.).  Herm 
Ayres  (157  lb.),  and  Roger  Plapp  (177  lb.).  Larry 
Meyer  filled  in  well  in  the  heavyweight  division  after 
the  loss  of  Southern's  top  men  at  that  weight.  Larry 
took  second  at  191  lbs.,  losing  to  Roy  Conrad  of  Northern 
—the  conference's  most  valuable  wrestler.  Mike  Trgovitch 
was  third  at  137  lb.,  and  Bill  Follett  fourth  at  115  lbs. 

The  grapplers  posted  a  fine  8-2  overall  mark,  with 
wins  over  highly  regarded  Mankato  State,  Winona  State, 
and  Illinois  State.  Southern's  only  losses  were  to  NCAA 
powers  Oklahoma  State  and  Oklahoma,  one-two  respec- 
tively in  the  powerful  Big  Eight  conference. 

Coach  Wilkinson  tutored  several  stand-out  individual 
performers,  notably  Frank  Coniglio.  7-1-1;  Stan  Berg- 
meier, 8-2,  Ed  Lewis,  9-1,  Herman  Ayres,  9-1,  and  Ken 
Houston.  8-2,  all  tops  in  their  weights.

Gymnasts  win  third 

Gymnastics 


Southern  Illinois'  gymnastics  team  again  proved  itself 
one  of  the  finest  in  the  nation  in  1961,  compiling  an 
excellent  9-3  season  record,  winning  the  Midwest  Open, 
and  taking  its  third  successive  conference  title.  Southern 
also  split  decisions  with  the  University  of  Illinois,  always 
one  of  the  top  squads  in  the  country  and  otherwise 
was  edged  only  by  Big  Ten  champion  Michigan  and 
Michigan  State. 

The  Salukis,  without  either  all-around  specialists 
Bill  Simms  or  Fred  Orlofsky  competing,  easily  defeated 
all  IIAC  competitors.  Southern  swept  the  top  three  places 
in  five  events— side  horse,  still  rings,  horizontal  bar,  free 
exercise,  and  parallel  bars,  and  took  firsts  in  all  nine 
events.  Conference  winners  were  Bruno  Klaus,  high 
bar  and  long  horse;  Fred  Tijerina,  parallel  bars;  Bob 
Kies,  side  horse;  Ed  Foster,  still  rings;  Jon  Shidler, 
trampoline;  Len  Kalakian,  tumbling  and  free  exercise. 
Klaus  placed  as  the  all-around  champion  and  defending 
champ  John  Taylor  was  second. 

All  of  Southern's  performers  ranked  high  nationally 
but  none  so  high  as  Olympian  Fred  Orlofsky.  Orlofsky 
earned  excellent  averages  in  several  events,  including 
free  exercise,  still  rings,  and  side  horse;  and  he  was 
kept  out  of  the  high  bar  and  parallel  bars  nearly  all 
year  due  to  an  injured  wrist.  In  fact,  the  regular  dual 
meet  performances  were  turned  in  most  often  by  stand- 
bys  Tijerina,  Kalakian,  Foster,  Buffum,  Shidler,  Kies, 
Simms,  Blaney,  and  Taylor.  These  men  all  had  near  or 
above  90  averages  in  their  specialities.

Swimming 


For  the  second  consecutive  year,  the  Southern  Illinois 
University  mermen  left  every  pool  opponent  in  their  wake 
except  mighty  Indiana  University,  and  submerged  all 
IIAC  opposition  in  the  conference  finale.  The  Salukis 
scored  victories  in  all  14  events  at  the  conference  meet 
and  set  six  new  conference  records.  Southern  holds  every 
swimming  mark  in  the  IIAC.  Southern  tallied  175  points 
to  runner-up  Central  Michigan's  73. 

The  year's  most  outstanding  performer  was  Ray  Pad- 
ovan who  set  American  collegiate  marks  in  the  50-yd. 
freestyle  (21.6)  and  100-yd.  freestyle  (47.9).  Padovan, 
only  a  sophomore,  scored  twenty-one  firsts  for  the  year 
and  was  the  outstanding  swimmer  at  the  Orange  Bowl 
Classic  in  Miami,  Florida.  The  other  co-captain,  Walt 
Rodgers,  set  a  new  mark  at  the  conference  in  the  200  yd. 
butterfly  (2:08.9)  and  won  the  100  yd.  butterfly.  Larry 
Assmussen  took  both  breaststroke  events,  100  and  200 
yds.  Bob  Steele  won  the  200  vd.  backstroke  in  record 
time  (2:11.4)  and  Ron  Ballatore  the  100  yd.  backstroke 
(59.2).  Other  IIAC  winners  were  Jeff  Wandell,  diving, 
Ron  Deady,  200  yd.  individual  medley,  Bill  Jensen,  220 
yd.  freestyle,  Jim  Fountain,  440  yd.  freestyle,  and  John 
Fischbeck,  Bruce  Roman,  Padovan,  and  Jensen,  in  the 
440  yd.  freestyle  relay.

Competing  in  the  IIAC  finals  with  only  three  men  (two 
team  members  had  violated  curfew)  the  1960  Saluki 
tennis  team  still  was  able  to  garner  its  third  consecutive 
conference  crown.  Southern  totalled  17  points  to  runner- 
up  Eastern's  16.  Roy  Sprengelmeyer  placed  second  in 
the  number  one  singles  bracket  and  teamed  with  his 
brother  Bob  to  take  the  number  two  doubles  crown. 
Bob  also  won  the  number  three  singles  title.  Dick  King 
was  the  number  five  singles  titlist. 

Southern's  netters  totalled  19-4  for  the  entire  season, 
defeating  several  of  the  top  teams  in  the  nation.  Coach 
John  L.  "Dick"  LeFever  was  honored  as  "Tennis  Coach 
of  the  Year"  by  the  Rockne  Club  of  Kansas  City, 
Missouri,  as  a  result  of  the  team's  fine  year.

Women's  Intramurals 

The  intramural  program  for  the  women  students  of 
Southern  is  supervised  by  the  Women's  Athletic  Associa- 
tion from  the  Women's  Physical  Education  Department. 
Competition  is  open  to  all  women  students  presently 
enrolled  at  Southern. 

The  association  conducts  activity  programs  in  various 
sports  including:  basketball,  badminton,  fencing,  volley- 
ball, hockey,  Softball,  swimming,  modern  dance,  tennis, 
and  archery.  Throughout  the  school  year  the  association 
schedules  competition  events  between  the  many  differ- 
ent living  groups  and  organizations.  Near  the  end  of  each 
term  tournaments  are  conducted  in  each  of  the  intra- 
mural divisions  to  determine  the  champion  of  that  sport.

The  basic  purpose  in  the  program  is  to  encourage  the 
women  students  to  participate  in  different  competitive 
sports  and  to  teach  sportsmanship  and  cooperation. 

Women  participating  in  the  program  are  given  the  op- 
portunity to  win  "I"  letters  which  are  similar  to  those 
earned  for  participation  in  varsity  sports.  The  letter  is 
awarded  on  the  point  basis.  By  earning  1400  points  dur- 
ing the  school  year  the  girl  thereby  becomes  eligible  to 
receive  the  large  "I."  The  points  are  accumulative  from 
the  different  activities  that  the  women  attend.  They 
receive  points  for  attending  practice,  the  number  of 
which  is  determined  by  whether  the  sport  that  she  com- 
petes in  is  a  major  or  minor  sport.  A  major  sport  is  any 
sport  in  which  three  or  more  practices  were  held,  with 
the  minor  sport  being  any  sport  in  which  ten  hours  or 
less  is  spent.

Within  every  large  body  of  human  beings,  whatever  their 
purpose,  there  must  be  a  group  of  individuals  especially 
trained  to  constitute  a  governing  body.  The  like  repre- 
sentation on  this  campus  is  the  Student  Council  and  its 
various  phases  of  student  government.  Included  in  these 
separate  phases  is  the  Journalism  Council,  which  rules 
and  regulates  all  areas  of  student  publications  including 
the  hiring  of  their  respective  editors.  The  Social  Senate 
regulates  and  controls  the  campus  organizations  that 
plan  on  sponsoring  a  money-making  activity.  They  also 
see  to  it  that  all  forms  of  social  life  on  the  campus  are 
the  best  possible.  The  Judicial  Board  has  the  responsi- 
bility of  passing  all  decisions  concerning  violations  of 
campus  rules  and  regulations.  The  Southern  Spirit  Coun- 
cil was  rather  inactive  this  year  but  coordinated  bus 
transportation  to  some  of  the  basketball  games.  The 
Presidents'  Advisory  Board  this  year  controlled  the 
spending  of  funds  from  alumni  donations. 

The  Council  itself  is  based  on  the  same  basic  founda- 
tions as  our  national  government  in  that  it  has  an  Ex- 
ecutive Branch,  a  Legislative  Branch,  and  a  Judicial 
Branch  controlled  by  Bill  Morin,  Suzanne  Puntney,  and 
James  Ottolini,  respectively.  The  board  of  outstanding 
campus  leaders  known  as  the  Southern  Illinois  University 
Student  Council  has  been  criticized  for  its  inefficiency 
in  controlling  affairs  on  campus  and  its  shady  investi- 
gations. However,  the  council  is  growing  with  the  cam- 
pus, and  it  is  understandable  that  there  will  be  problems.

The  Student  Council  on  this  campus  has  been  connected 
with  many  interesting  and  controversial  situations  con- 
cerning legislative  action  that  is  in  its  jurisdiction.  One 
of  the  instances  that  will  be  remembered  by  students  of 
SIU  is  the  alleged  spy  rumors.  It  seemed  that  the  rumor 
developed  to  the  effect  that  the  security  office  was  paying 
students  to  act  as  spies  in  order  to  catch  automobile 
offenders.  The  rumor  was  investigated,  headed  by  John 
Mustoe,  and  it  was  found  that  only  one  person  was 
under  the  employment  of  the  security  office  and  other 
rumors  were  false. 

The  Council  is  primarily  interested  in  benefiting  stu- 
dents in  any  way  possible,  and  one  way  has  been  the 
inauguration  of  a  bus  service  for  on  and  off  campus  use. 
The  bus  service  at  first  was  not  very  popular  because  of 
the  type  of  charge  that  was  made.  It  was  originally 
intended  that  a  weekly  rate  would  be  charged,  but  this 
was  not  accepted  by  the  student  body  because  they 
might  not  use  the  bus  but  once  a  week,  therefore  not 
getting  the  full  benefits  of  the  cost.  The  system  was  then 
changed  to  a  ten-cent  fare  per  ride  paid  on  the  bus  at 
time  of  departure. 

Many  minor  subjects  have  gone  through  debates,  dis- 
cussion, and  votes  at  the  regular  Thursday  night  sessions 
that,  although  not  extremely  publicized,  show  the  com- 
plexities and  varied  amounts  of  topics  with  which  the 
Council  must  deal.  It  has  at  times  worked  with  the 
Carbondale  city  governments  to  produce  better  condi- 
tions for  students.  Regardless  of  criticism  projected  in 
a  degraded  light,  the  Student  Council  has  proved  its 
merit  as  an  advisory  body.

Russian  Club 


Two  years  ago  this  club  was  established  for  students  on 
the  campus  who  are  interested  in  knowing  more  about 
the  people,  customs,  and  culture  of  a  country  about 
which  so  many  people  know  so  little.  Students  in  Russian 
schools  are  required  to  study  about  the  United  States  at 
all  levels;  even  elementary  students  are  required  to 
study  English  eight  hours  daily.

Women  enrolled  in  Southern  Illinois  University's  Basic 
Nursing  Program  make  up  the  Student  Nurses'  Associa- 
tion, whose  purpose  is  to  aid  in  the  development  of 
nurses  as  democratic  individuals,  to  promote  a  profes- 
sional and  a  social  unity  among  student  nurses,  to  serve 
as  a  channel  of  communication  between  student  nurses 
and  the  State  and  National  professional  nursing  organi- 
zations, and  also  to  provide  a  closer  bond  and  a  more 
unified  spirit  among  the  student  nurses.  These  purposes 
are  realized  through  the  group  activities  such  as  parties, 
dances,  the  discussions  and  monthly  meetings.  Special 
standing  committees  carry  on  various  projects. 
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Women's  Recreation 
Association 

To  provide  recreation,  to  teach  good  sportsmanship. 
and  to  provide  intramural  athletic  competition  for  all 
women  students  at  SIU  are  the  primary  goals  of  the 
Women's  Recreation  Association.  This  fall  the  WRA 
emerged  from  the  old  WAA  and  began  the  year  with  a 
get-acquainted  party  highlighted  by  a  fencing  exhibi- 
tion, a  modern  dance,  and  a  preview  of  sports  activities 
for  the  coming  year.  Basketball,  volleyball,  tennis,  and 
badminton  intramurals  among  the  living  areas  are  pro- 
moted by  WRA  members.  In  addition,  SIUs  extramural 
WRA  team  competes  with  other  colleges  in  basketball. 
Special  events  of  the  year  include  the  annual  hockey 
game  between  student  and  alumnae  members  Home- 
coming  weekend,    and    the   awards   banquet    in    spring. 


Women's  Professional  Club 

The  Pro  Club  was  formed  for  women  physical  educa- 
tion majors  and  minors  to  promote  an  interest  in  the 
major  field  and  to  keep  students  more  informed  in  new 
teaching  methods.  Junior  and  senior  members  aid  in 
the  instruction  of  P.E.  classes,  demonstrate  skills,  and 
administer  tests.  Club  members  also  operate  the  coat 
check  at  games.  Events  during  the  year  included  sports 
clinics,  a  spaghetti  dinner,  and  a  candy  sale,  the  profits 
going  toward  sending  a  chosen  delegate  to  the  annual 
State  Convention  for  Health,  P.E.,  and  Recreation. 
Another  big  event  was  the  banquet  held  in  the  spring, 
when  new  officers  were  initiated.  Each  year  an  award  is 
given  to  an  outstanding  junior  or  senior  major  or  minor 
in  the  field  of  physical  education  at  SIU. 
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WSIU 
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"Expansion."  This  is  the  one  word  that  best  describes 
WSlU.  Ever  since  it  began  as  'Southern's  Radio  Voice" 
almost  three  years  ago,  WSIU  has  moved  forward  in 
every  field.  In  terms  of  air  time  alone,  this  FM  station 
increased  its  broadcast  hours  from  65  hours  per  week 
fall  term  to  77  hours  per  week  during  winter  quarter. 
Specifically,  this  provided  that  the  91.9  stop  on  the  FM 
dial  would  be  alive  from  1  p.m.  until  midnight  every  clay. 
In  terms  of  greater  programming  the  station  has  also 
expanded  very  decidedly.  For  instance,  the  installation 
of  a  United  Press  International  news  wire  made  possible 
up-to-the-minute  news  broadcasts,  as  well  as  news 
commentary  and  depth  news  feature  programs.  Coverage 
of  sports  events  included  roundup  and  commentary 
programs,  as  well  as  the  complete  broadcasting  of  all 
the  Saluki  basketball  games.  More  equipment  and  a 
larger  staff  permitted  the  airing  of  most  of  the  important 
musical  concerts  held  in  Shryock,  both  on  a  live  and  a 
delayed  run  basis.  Another  innovation  adopted  by  the 
station  was  its  policy  not  to  cut  down  on  broadcast  time 
during  vacation  periods  as  had  been  done  previously. 

Old  standbys  like  Concert  Hall,  Music  in  the  Air,  and 
the  Spinsters  were  continued  in  1960-61,  but  many 
new  programs  were  also  on  hand  for  the  listener's  enjoy- 
ment. "Uncle  Len"  and  his  storytime  drew  many 
listeners  from  the  area's  younger  set,  but  it  also  found 
several  fans  among  the  "past  sixteen"  age  group.  Last 
spring  a  special  religious  series  was  presented  on  WSIU 
in  cooperation  with  the  Inter-Faith  Council  in  recogni- 
tion of  the  Easter  season.  During  the  summer  months 
a  radio-TV7  workshop  was  the  occasion  of  another  YVSIU 
first,  for  it  permitted  five  high  school  students  to  take 
over  the  complete  operation  of  the  station.  Election 
returns  on  November  8  was  a  good  excuse  to  increase 
news  coverage  on  the  local  and  national  levels— and 
also  a  good  reason  to  stay  on  the  air  until  2  a.m.

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Young  Democrats

Founded  in  1925  by  Mr.  Frank  Horton,  the  present-day 
Alpha  Phi  Omega  fraternity  was  then  known  as  the  Alpha 
chapter.

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Religion  in  Life  Week 


Sponsored  by  the  Inter-Faith  Council,  Religion  in 
Life  Week  this  year  was  centered  around  dis- 
cussions and  lectures  concerning  the  place  that 
religion  holds— or  should  hold— in  the  20th  Century. 
Racial  prejudice  the  world  over  was  of  primary 
importance  to  several  of  the  speakers,  including 
tlie  keynote  speaker,  Hew  Jack  Mendelsohn, 
minister  of  the  Arlington  Street  Unitarian  Church 
of  Roston,  Mass.

Southern  Acres  Residence  Halls  which  house  256  men, 
and  Southern  Acres  Co-operatives  which  house  women, 
are  located  approximately  ten  miles  east  of  the  Carbon- 
dale  Campus  on  the  Southern  Acres  Campus  of  the 
Vocational  Technical  Institute.  The  residence  halls  are 
two-story  wooden  structures  which  are  a  short  walk 
to  any  of  the  classrooms  on  the  Southern  Acres  Campus.

Thompson  Point,  the  home  of  720  SIU  students,  is  going 
to  find  itself  growing  larger  this  year.  Five  more 
dormitories  are  being  built  to  make  a  total  of  eleven 
residence  halls  to  be  located  on  the  shores  of  Lake- 
on-the-Campus.  Lentz  Hall,  the  Point's  cafeteria  and 
recreation  center  is  being  enlarged  to  take  care  of  the 
increase  in  population. 

Residents  of  Thompson  Point  truly  live  its  purpose; 
"the  fusion  of  living  and  learning."  The  men  and  women 
have  opportunities  that  no  other  residence  hall  students 
on  campus  have  at  their  back  door.  All  year  round  the 
lake  is  open  for  all  sorts  of  fun,  such  as  swimming, 
boating,  and  ice-skating.  The  residents  of  the  Point  also 
have  access  to  the  recreational  facilities  of  Lentz  Hall, 
which  consists  of  a  snack  bar,  pool  table,  ping-pong 
tables,  shuffle  board,  and  a  juke  box  and  dancing  floor. 
This  recreational  living  fuses  with  learning  to  give 
the  Thompson  Point  residents  a  very  balanced  life. 
One  of  the  dining  rooms  of  Lentz  is  opened  nightly  as  a 
study  room  for  the  students.  One  night  a  week  another 
dining  room  is  opened  to  accommodate  forums,  at  which 
students  may  take  advantage  of  the  educational  oppor- 
tunity to  gain  convocation  credit.  Learning  is  also 
emphasized  at  the  Point,  as  classes  meet  in  the  class- 
rooms, one  of  which  is  located  on  the  first  floor  of 
every   dormitory. 

Thompson  Point  governs  the  majority  of  its  own 
affairs  through  the  students  who  are  active  on  the  T.  P. 
Council.  The  Council  has  been  quite  influential  and 
has  accomplished  such  things  as  setting  standards  for 
dress  in  the  cafeteria,  getting  the  walks  fixed  to  aid 
wheel  chair  students,  and  buying  a  sound  system  for 
Lentz  Hall  to  provide  "music  to  dine  by." 

Other  Point  councils  are  the  Judicial  Council  which 
takes  care  of  disciplinary  issues  that  may  arise,  and 
the   Social   Council   which   provides   social   functions.

Residence  Halls  Council 


The  Residence  Halls  Council  is  a  newly  organized  coun- 
cil this  year.  In  past  years  there  have  been  both  women's 
and  men's  residence  hall  councils;  the  MRH  consisted  of 
an  elected  representative  from  each  floor  of  the  dorm- 
itories, and  the  WRH  was  made  up  of  the  social  chair- 
men from  the  various  women's  dormitories. 

Since  there  has  been  the  trend  towards  the  combina- 
tion of  men  and  women  in  living  areas,  the  two  councils 
merged  to  form  the  Residence  Halls  Council.

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Trailer  living  offers  peace  and  quiet 
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3aby  receives  a  lot  of  attention  from  proud  parents  even 
in  the  cramped  quarters  of  a  house  trailer  near  campus. 


Trailer  courts  constitute  a  sizeable  portion  of  the  off- 
campus  living  areas  for  students  of  Southern  Illinois 
University.  Main'  family  units  occupy  such  areas  because 
of  the  privacy  afforded  by  the  compact  trailer.  The 
courts  also  house  members  of  the  community  and  faculty 
of  the  University.  The  small,  mobile  abode  can  easily 
be  located  on  a  lot  near  the  campus  for  the  convenience 
of  the  students.  Some  trailers  have  the  utilities  furnished, 
while  others  are  paid  for  by  the  occupants. 

Students  learn  the  responsibilities  of  managing  a 
household  and  a  budget  by  cooperating  and  living  with 
their  trailer-mates.  No  standing  in  long  cafeteria  lines 
for  these  students  either;  home  cooking  is  the  general 
rule.  Peace  and  quiet  prevail  over  the  scene.  Except 
for  the  occasional  disturbance  of  rain,  there  is  usually 
no  noise  overhead.  Students  find  that  trailer  living  is 
financially  cheaper  than  living  in  a  dormitory.  The  same 
regulations  apply  to  trailer  residents  as  to  those  living 
in  off-campus  housing.  The  use  of  trailers  is  expanding 
to  meet  the  needs  of  the  university.

living  at  SIU  enjoyable 


"Have  you  found  a  place  to  live  next  year?"  This  is  a 
question  which  is  becoming  one  of  the  most-asked  at 
Southern.  The  housing  shortage  which  is  causing  the 
worry  applies  to  all  students,  those  who  are  married 
and  have  families  as  well  as  those  who  are  not.  The 
University,  however,  does  provide  family  housing. 

At  Southern  Hills,  approximately  two  miles  from 
campus,  families  live  in  a  housing  area  that  is  modern 
in  every  way— eight  new  apartment  buildings  with  the 
conveniences  which  make  them  home,  large  playgrounds 
on  the  rolling  hills  for  the  children  who  live  there, 
parking  lots  for  the  coveted  cars,  and  a  student  govern- 
ment to  solve  any  problems  which  arise. 

Seventy-five  families  have  found  temporary  living 
quarters  in  the  apartments  which  are  known  as  Chautau- 
qua Housing,  and  many  others  live  in  trailer  courts  or 
off-campus  apartments  located  in  Carbondale.

The  fraternity  system  has  long  proven  its  value  to  educa- 
tion. The  social  benefits  it  offers  provide  a  chance  at  self- 
education,  so  essential  in  the  development  and  maturing 
of  an  individual.  But  not  all  the  interests  of  fraternities 
and  sororities  are  concerned  with  the  intent  to  produce 
a  socially  acceptable  person.  Various  projects  are  occur- 
ring more  and  more  in  their  programs.  The  topics  range 
from  Easter  Seal  drives  to  scholarship  funds  to  pizza 
suppers.  They  are  becoming  more  intent  in  participating 
in  campus  organizations  and  steering  committees.  It  has 
been  estimated  that  over  three-fifths  of  the  coordinating 
positions  that  students  hold  at  Southern  are  acquired  by 
members  of  Greek  organizations. 

Each  year  during  a  period  of  time  called  Greek  Week, 
fraternities  and  sororities  participate  in  a  work  project. 
In  this  project,  a  committee  selects  various  needy  causes 
and  singles  them  to  one  or  two.  On  the  specified  date,  all 
members  divide  and  work  free  of  charge  for  these  proj- 
ects. Last  year  the  workers  were  divided  between  polic- 
ing of  Hogan's  Point  and  renovation  of  an  orphanage. 


Each  year,  during  Greek  Week  proceedings,  a  selected  com- 
mittee completely  plans  and  controls  a  dance  restricted  to 


Greeks;   this  event   usually  ends   the   fun   filled   week,   and 
provides  an  occasion  for  unity  in  conjunction  with  enjoyment.

Among  the  prominent  activities  during  Greek  Week, 
is  the  presentation  of  Greek  Sing.  The  groups  work  dili- 
gently for  many  weeks  practicing  their  voice  and  diction 
for  the  big  night.  Last  year  the  winners  for  first  place 
were  Phi  Sigma  Kappa  in  the  men's  division  and  Sigma 
Kappa  in  the  sorority  division.  Contrary  to  public  opin- 
ion, the  Beer  Garden  serves  as  a  worthy  substitute,  root 
beer,  and  various  other  soft  drinks.  A  jazz  band  sets  the 
beat,  and  as  soon  as  the  Greeks  get  the  rhythm  everyone 
enjoys  himself.  Serenades,  a  commonplace  event  of  all 
the  individual  groups,  are  expanded  to  include  all  of  the 
fraternities  in  one  mass  group.  They  sing  well-known 
songs  to  the  sorority  houses  and  Woody  Hall.  Another 
event  that  was  derived  from  ancient  years  is  the  greek 
track  meet  and  chariot  race.  Here  the  men  test  their 
prowess  in  the  athletic  area  and  try  to  win  trophies  and 
esteem  for  their  groups.  To  finally  wind  up  the  week's 
affairs,  a  concert  is  held  with  an  all-Greek  dance  after- 
wards. All  in  all  the  week  provides  a  chance  for  all  of  the 
greek  groups  to  work  in  an  enjoyable  atmosphere.

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Pledging  helps  to  discover  potentialities 


In  order  for  a  person  wanting  to  join  a  fraternity  to  be- 
come a  member,  he  must  first  complete  a  set  number  of 
weeks  as  a  pledge  of  the  group  of  his  choice.  The  same 
goes  for  girls  interested  in  the  various  sororities  on 
campus.  This  period,  which  is  regulated  to  no  less  than 
twelve  weeks  by  the  Interfraternity  Council  and  the  Pan 
Hellenic  Council,  is  a  testing  period  for  the  pledge  to  the 
effect  that  he  is  watched  and  guided  by  the  active  mem- 
bers of  the  group  concerning  his  conduct,  scholastic  ad- 
vancement, social  life  and  his  maturing  advancement. 

This  time  is  regulated  by  the  active  body  to  an  extent, 
but  responsibility  is  assumed  by  the  pledge  concerning 
how  much  he  puts  into  pledging.  It  can  be  a  time  for  fun, 
goofing  around,  an  extended  social  life,  or  any  other  form 
of  entertainment  the  fraternity  has  to  offer.  It  can  also  be 
the  time  when  a  person  will  buckle  down  and  work,  get 
to  know  his  future  brothers,  and  get  a  complete  and 
liberal  education  at  the  same  time.  To  this  extent  it  is  left 
to  the  pledge.  When  he  or  she  joins  a  fraternity  or  soror- 
ity, it  is  with  the  understanding  that  he  will  work  dili- 
gently not  only  for  the  betterment  of  the  group,  but  for 
his  own  personal  advancement.  Not  everyone  is  cut  out 
or  has  the  ability  to  become  a  good  Greek,  and  this 
period  of  pledging  gives  the  answer  as  to  his  capabilities 
and  potentialities.  The  aim  of  fraternities  and  sororities 
is  not  to  educate  a  person  wholly  in  the  field  of  social 
recreational  advancement,  but  to  inspire  within  the  new 
pledge  a  will  to  succeed  in  later  life  and  point  out  to  him 
or  help  him  discover  his  potentialities  through  varied 
programs,  social  and  educational  in  nature.
